In June, 18S1, State Engineer Hall, at the 
request of the Board of Trustees of the Yo­ 
semite Valley, made an examination of that 
State property. His report has jnst come 
from the press of the State Printing office. 
We present its salient points. He would 
net, he says, improve the valley in the sense 
iu which we speak of a park. This trans- 
ccndently beautiful reserve dwarfs all man 
can accomplish. To attempt improvement 
would be preposterous. But the jiropeity 
may be preserved from defacement and its 
usefulness as promotive of pleasure may be 
enhanced. 
WHAT SHODLD BE DONE. 
To accomplish this the mountain water-shed 
tributary to the valley streams should be con­ 
trolled to prevent destruction of tbe timber 
and vegetation. There should be regulation 
of the use of the floor of the valley and its 
surrounding», that the veidure be not tram­ 
pled out, or useful vegetation supplanted by 
that less desirable. There should be au iffort 
to counteract natural deteriorative action to 
be found in tbe movement of the waters: 
the “ improvement” of its stream?. These 
ara the three things to be accomplished. 
First, to preserve the water Bhed. The grant 
does not cover all of it, as it embraces the 
territory but one mile from the valley, yhile 
the real mountain basins from which drain 
tbe waters are outside the grant. 
THE WATER-SHED AREA OF THE MERCED 
Isaton' 008 square miles, or 229,000 acres, 
while but 198,500 acres, which drain into the 
valley, are whhin the grant, and there is the 
liability, therefore, that the most of the water­ 
shed will pass into urivate hands for lumber­ 
ing and crazing. The grant should embrace 
all tie wa'ei- bed. Unless this can be, he 
thinks that the effect of forest cutting and 
grsz.ng will, within a few years, prove disas­ 
trous iu a material and deplorable degree to 
the attractions of the valley. If a railroad 
penetrates the legion, the ax will be set in 
motion. Already thousands of sheep devas­ 
tate the glades and loosen the soil of the 
mountain sides annually. To protect thiB 
region will not withhold a valuable lumber 
body from use, nor cause a waste of pastur­ 
age ; on the contrary, under a wise and inde­ 
pendent management the reservation could 
furnish 
, 
A GOODLY SUPPLY OP TIMBER 
la years to come without detriment, but with 
advantage to its forests ; and the grazing 
privilege could, be utilized after the first few 
years to the full extent of the actual food 
supply above ground. By this means the 
State will have a magnificent mounts in prop­ 
erty with an income equal to all necessary 
outlay, and the irrigators on the dry plains of 
Merced county below be blessed with a water 
supply for irrigation. Strip the water shed 
of timber and the supply of water will fail 
much earlier, while if sheep overrun it muddy 
water will displace tbe beautifully clear, and 
sand and gravel will obstruct the river chan­ 
nel, causing the cutting away aud overflow 
and obliteration of tbe beautiful meadows 
which now form an essential feature of the 
landscape. 
USE OP THE VALLEY. 
The use of the valley already tells upon its 
vegetable productions. 
The finer forage 
gra ses sre being thinned out, aud the coarser 
are coming on. This change is very marked, 
and it is the result of the failure to born off 
thickets and make dealings, but more the 
effect of continued cropping of the grass and 
the trampling of the ground by horses. The 
remedy is to prevent overcropping of tbe 
meadows ; clear these lauds (perhaps plow, 
reform and resow); clear other suitable 
lands, and hiring them under cultivation by 
irrigation to supply the forage deficiency. 
The streams must ba cleared out, trained and 
regulated to add to the enjoyment of the use 
of the valley, ltivers are constantly demol­ 
ishing their banks in some places and building 
up iu other?, and it is a false economy to 
postpone the training of tbe streams. 
AS TO PRESERVATION AND USE. 
The occupation and use of the water-shed 
above the valley, the visiting and enjoyment 
of the valley itself, and the operations de­ 
signed to prepare for these are all calculated 
to destroy its attractions. The immediate 
interest of every landowner iu the water­ 
shed, of every visitor to the valley, are inimi- 
eal to the preservation of the property. One 
of the greatest living writers on physical 
geography, Klisee Eeclus, speaking of the 
valleys of southern Kurope, pays: ‘‘And has 
it come to this, that man must rid the 
mountains of his odious presence in order 
that nature, by her healing balms, through 
the lapse of time, may cure tbe wounds he 
has made, and refit these spots for the occu­ 
pation of future generations.” 
To promote the use of the valley it must 
be made accessible to a greater number, and 
more accessible to each, and the scenery must 
be viewed with less fatigue and outlay. 
Yosemite is a collection of almost number­ 
less sights, each Niagara-like in the extent 
of its effect, and every one to be dwelt on 
and reflected upon, in order that it may be 
appreciated. Yosemite cannot be eeen in a 
few days. Visitors should stay at least a 
month. The valley is difficult of access, 
comparatively, aud the trip one of fatigue, 
and life in the valiey must be, to most peo­ 
ple, one on horseback or in a carriage. 
DRIVES AND APPROACHES. 
There can be made in the valley a aeries of 
drives, safe, on easy gradients, suitable for 
comparatively light and well-finished vehi­ 
cles, and from points on which very many 
magnificent views and charming spots may 
be had, or bo easily reached. Suppose these 
drives are built; that more ample, comfort­ 
able aud less expensive hotel accommodations 
are at command. Yet the facts will still ex­ 
ist : That the valley will not naturally supply 
forage enough for the animals that will be 
required : the existing roads will not admit 
of the delivery of cnppliee from the nearest 
agricultural lands at cheap rates ; they will 
not admit of private teams being driven into 
the valley with reasonable loads behind them ; 
and they will not admit of an easy Btaije ride 
to it. One of the chief ends to be attained is 
the construction of a first-class wagon road to 
the valley. The present roads are not what 
they should be to insure the Buccess of the 
valley as a health and pleasure resort, and 
the fault is not so much with the roads built 
for Yosemite travel 03 with the country roads 
to be traveled in getting to the Yosemite 
roads. The valley ought to be reached in 
two days’ drioe, with an ordinary pair of car­ 
riage horses and a light wagon, with four per­ 
sons, without danger to the horses. Even if 
a railroad comes within three or four honrs’ 
drive, still there Blionld be a good wagon road 
from the San Joaquin valley, constructed on 
slight grades and with a smooth surface. 
INBIDE DRIVES. 
There should be one drive in the valley fol­ 
lowing approximately the outline of its floor; 
also several connecting drives across the val­ 
ley ; a limited number of side drives from the 
main road up and over some of the lower 
shelving points of fallen rock at the base of 
the cliffs, and branch roads up the principal 
canyons to points as near the lower fall in 
each as can be reached on moderate grades 
The main drive and croes-vall9y connections 
would he practically level carrisge-wayB at 
least 14 feet in clear width at all points, and 
generally from 10 to 20 feet wide. The side 
drives and branch roads should be located on 
grades not exceeding st any point 12 feet in 
100, and generally at 6 or 8 feet in 100, and 
should be at least 12 feet, and generally 14 to 
16 feet, in clear width. For landscape effect 
the upper ground should not he intersected 
by drive ways, but, as a rule, follow the edge* 
of the smaller glades. The other extreme 
would be to locate in the shelter of over­ 
shadowing trees, but this idea should not be 
followed too closely. The unnecessary ob­ 
struction of bare macadamized surfaces and 
lines of artificial constrtfction should be 
avoided. Were it possible, it would be bet­ 
ter, from the point of view of tbe admirer of 
nature, to see tbe valley without the aid of 
roads.) 
THE MAIN DRIVE 
Should follow the general alignment of the 
edge of the rocky slope that lies between the 
wails of the valley and the plain, leaving it 
only for short cuts, or when it would be too 
torta-U-, or when the marginal plan is nar­ 
row, following the river bank for a space ; 
and thus the plain land would be reserved as 
far as possible iu compact bodies of the max­ 
imum siz9—a result leaving the land in the 
best shape for psrtial utilization and the 
cultivation for local landscape effects. 
By the side roads, on easy grades, eleva­ 
tions of 200 to 500 feet can be reached at sev­ 
eral well-distributed points, from which the 
valley, its walls and water*, will show out in 
detail and in proper perspective. As ex­ 
amples, Mr. Hall names the op*n space on 
the alope at the western edge of Indian Can­ 
oa ; a point on the mass of debris below the 
loyal Arches ; another near the base of the 
Washington Column, and on the slope east 
of the base of Glacier Point, from which the 
Vernal and Nevada Falla are in full view. 
ENHANCING THE PLEASURES OF THE VISITOR, 
The branch roads up the canyon would 
reduce the length of walks or rides to point* 
of special interest. With such a system oi 
roads, tbe valley would poetess a feature cal­ 
culated to prolong the average stay and In­ 
crease the pleasure of individual viaitois, and 
to bring to it a clase of travel which in large 
measure it does not now secure. Persons in 
ill health and thos9 of advanced age, seeking 
comfort and quiet repose, pure air and in­ 
teresting surroundings, now hearing of the 
comparative hardship of a Yosemite trip, 
may not care to encounter i t ; but when it 
becomes known that so much more may be 
seen from a seat in a carriage, the way will 
be open for them to eDjoy its pleasures with 
out encountering all of it* fatigues. 


The roads should be built thoroughly and 
we'll. The material of the best kind is at 
hand. As to the details of construction, Mr. 
Hall makes some valuable suggestions. As 
to trails, he points out tbe necessity for a con­ 
necting trail from Glacier Point to Snow’s, 
around the rim of the valley, by way of the 
Illouette Fall, and also for i. trail up the 
Illouette canyon, trcm below, to the foot of 
that fall. Excepting these, he saw no neces­ 
sity for more works of this class, for there is 
so much else to do of more impoitance. There 
is a deplorable lack in the valley of good foot­ 
paths to points of interest, and nothing in a 
small way would add so much to the comfort 
aod enjoyment ( f a lengthened sojourn in the 
valley. ^ Walks good and clean there must 
be; main ones, away from the roads aud gen­ 
erally in sbady locations, and avoiding straight 
lines, and so ¡aid out as to insure good ilrain- 
age ; and those on the hillsides should be 
paved with stone to prevent washing away in 
winter and dust in summer. By all means 
abolish or hide all plank walks. 
BRIDGES—CROSSINGS - HOUSES 
Should be solid and massive in character iu 
this valiey, of all other places in the world, 
and stone is preferable to all other material. 
Mr. Hall describes ia detail crossings and 
bridges for the Bridal Veil Fall stream, the 
river below the Illouette branch, the Teneya 
Fork, on the Illouette, and the channels oí 
the Yosemite Fork, the latter to be com­ 
passed by a stone causeway or dam across the 
whole spread of waters, its surface to be used 
as a ford. The waters would thus be dis­ 
tributed, aud be but a few itches in depth on 
the paved surface, while stepping stones 
would afford passage for footmen, or a plank 
walk on stone piers would answer. The 
lower iron bridge he thinks out of keeping 
with its surroundings. Ail drainage under 
roads and walks should be by stone culverts. 
On narrow roads on bluffs and river brinks, 
he would haxe stone guard wail<. As there 
must be shelter for visitors there must be 
bouses in the valley, but they cannot add to 
the scenic effects. The ideal house for Yo­ 
semite should be of Btoue. Cottages should 
not be in eonspicuous places, and no houses 
Bhould be near falls or main points of view. 
The source of the present water supply is 
approved. OENERAL TREATMENT. 
About the buildings do not attempt any 
urban or suburban garden or bed work effects. 
Have good clean firm front yards, without 
fences, with native trees, aud with grasses 
and shrubs and native flowers further away 
and on either side. If there must be fences, 
let them be of wire, or heavy rough timber 
and not painted. Permit no whitewashed or 
white painted fences, posts, poles, or tree 
trunks. Hedges there should be none ; ave­ 
nues or rows of trees do not permit. Plant, 
where at all for landscape effect, native trees 
and shrubs. There should be groupings of 
native trees and shrubs about hotel surround­ 
ings, to familiarize the visitors with their 
names and appearance. Most of the heavy 
growth of pines, willows, etc., occupying 
space unprofitably, should be thinned out 
and cleared away, leaving clumps of willows, 
alders, aud other suitable soft wood trees in 
the low grounds, in disconnected irregular 
lines, so as to divide the meadow land into 
the several tracts which it naturally appears 
to be divisible into ; but tbe great body of 
the low land of the valley should be returned 
to grass, and not suffered to become an im­ 
penetrable thicket. So, also, the higher plain 
timber in the valley should be thinned out 
judiciously. Where young trees of decidedly 
different habit have grown np together in the 
same group or small woods, and it is desired to 
clear some away, determine beforehand the 
character which the resulting grenp is to 
have, and cut accordingly, 
OTHER MATTERS. 
Mr. Hall next treats of agricultural use 
and development, and thinks the chief growth 
should be hay grown in available land by 
irrigation, and he would convert much of the 
natural meadow and fern laud into grass 
meadows for utility and beauty alike. The 
problem of forage supply is one of the most 
important the Directors have to deal with. 
He thinks 1,500 acres in the valley may be 
cultivated and made to yield two tons of hay 
per acre aod afford much pasturage besides. 
The meadows should be sown with a good 
mixtnre of the hardy grasses grown for hay. 
Water meadows are the main stay of stock- 
raising, and with proper preparation as to 
disposition of ditches and drains, and form of 
surface, the labor of conducting the irrigation 
is but little else than simply turning on and 
turning off the water, and repairs to the 
meadows are seldom required ; but unskilled 
irrigation on a large scale in the valiey might 
and probably would detract from tbe salubrity 
of its climate and purity of its air ; whereas, 
if the lands are properly prepared and drained, 
no such result will follow. It will not do to 
attempt irrigation in the Yosemite valley by 
simply flooding the natural meadows and 
other low lands. It will not be necessary to 
bring all or hall the meadow lands under cul­ 
tivation for some years to come, but plans 
should be made with a view to extension. 
OVERFLOW. 
Finally the engineer considers the de­ 
structive tendency of tbe river, and what 
steps Bhould be taken to prevent overflow, 
which annually occurs on a largo portion of 
the available meadow lands. He would not 
build levee?, but would first bring the river 
into good condition, clear out obstructions 
below and above, bring the waters into one 
channel that should be deepened and straight­ 
ened, and to that end would use training 
walls of stone and fine brash and spurs and 
cross dykes, all inexpensive and simple, but 
to be systematically and judiciously located 
and cared for. 
He would not advise the 
spending of much money on any river work 
until it is determined just what disposition 
is to be made in detail of the whole lowland 
property. He believes a detailed plan neces­ 
sary, and, in conclusion, says: “ Our prob­ 
lems are greater, necessitate a more exact 
treatment, and cover more of a range, topo­ 
graphically and technically, than 1 had sup­ 
posed. I cau only recommend that you have 
a topographical survey made of the valley 
lands, and a regular project drawn np for 
their development. Without it you may go 
on spending money and never be satisfied 
with tbe result; with such a plan you Bhould 
be able to make every dollar effect its pur­ 
pose fully and efficiently towards the desired 
end.” 
SOME FACTS. 
In June, 1750, the British soldiers sta­ 
tioned at Fort William, Calcutta, to the 
number of 140, were locked up for the 
night in a poorly ventilated room, 18 feet 
square. In the morning only 23 remained 
alive. 
In 1804, an epidemic of typhoid fever 
broke out in the young ladies’ seminary at 
Pittsfield, Mass., a beautifnl New England 
village. Of 74 young ladies 65 became 
eick, and of these 57 had typhoid fever and 
13 died. This place was carefully investi­ 
gated by three physicians, who reported 
bad ventilation aud drainage ; which being 
remedied, the trouble was ended. 
When the Qnaker boarding school at 
Westtown was first occupied, hickory fires 
in open fireplaces were nsed. Later, the 
fireplaces were carefully walled up and the 
rooms wanned by hot-air furnaces. Not 
leng after this a fever broke oat in the 
school, which became ao alarming that the 
school was closed and the pupils sent home. 
This case also was carefully examined, 
fresh air supplied and the old chimneys 
nsed os ventilating fines, and no further 
trouble occurred. 
Iu striking contrast was the juvenile 
asylum on Washington Heights, New 
York. The 600 children there gathered 
were, many of them, from the most un­ 
healthy porta of New York city, aud yet 
in five years there were bnt two deaths. 
This building was well ventilated and fully 
exposed to the sunshine. 
Careful examinations have been made of 
air in many places, and while there is a 
surprising uniformity in the outdoor air, the 
indoor air varies with the number of ocou- 
pants, time of occupation and facilities of 
ventilation. In Monsieur Dumas’ lecture- 
room the amount of carbonic acid varied 
from 42 parta in 10,000 at the beginning of 
the lectnre to 67 at its close. In various 
hoipitals, asylums, railroad cars and sa­ 
loons, the figures ranged from 17 to 56, 
while a well-filled school-room gave the 
startling proportion of 72 parts in 10,000, 
or about three-fonrths of one per cent.

“As Old as the Constitution.”—There 
died in Dodge county, Minn., in the town 
of Mantorville, May 11th, an aged maD, 
John Truax. He was born in Pennsyl­ 
vania in May, 1789. It was in that year 
that the Constitution of the United Statis 
was adopted, and Father Truax was ac­ 
customed to say with pride, “ I am as old 
as the Constitution.” When four years 
of age his family removed to a point near 
Ashland, K y., and subsequently upon tbe 
“military tract” in Barren county. In 1803 
Truax, then twenty, removed irt" Ohio, 
fifty miles north of Cincinnati,and with h:s 
father and three brothers began to clear 
the wilderness. In 1812, at the breaking 
out of the war, three of the sons volun­ 
teered, and the father, who was a soldier 
of the revolution, was anxious to enliit 
also but was prevented by a crippled arm. 
At the close of the war Samuel Truax 
married (April, 1816), and he and his wife 
at the time of his death were man and wife 
over 66 years. The wife still lives. Iu 
1828 they moved to Indiana, and in 1853 
to Minnesota. They had ten children; 
three only survive, and one of these, C. L, 
Truax, lives at 824 O street, in Sacramento. 
The Dodge county, Minn., papers speak 
with great respect of the man who was 
“as old as tbe Constitution."

Comet's Tails.—P rofessor Ennis, of the 
naval observatory at Washington, belie vis 
that the tails of comets are electric lights. 
“ If these tail* had any substance,” he 
argues, “ the laws of motion are constantly 
violated by them. The great comet of 
1843 was so near the san that it passed 
from one side to the other in’ a few honrs. 
Its immense tail, 100,000,000 miles long, 
was shifted completely, so that it pointed 
directly in an opposite direction. Could 
that be so if it were composed of any sub­ 
stance ? Could a comet swing 1,000,000,000 
miles of tail around aa quick aa that ? The 
electricity is generated by evaporation. 
As the comets approach the b u d , the heat 
becomes more intense, the evaporation and 
accumulation of electricity more rapid, the 
repulsive force greater and the tails loDger. 
Sometimes the material becomes com­ 
pletely evaporated. Then the comet has 
uo tail.”

BOYCOTTING AS A POLITICAL WEAPON. 
It cannot be ignored by snch as study 
tbe times in which they live that the 
practice known as “ Boycotting ” is being 
gradually adopted in this country to an 
extent which threatens grave consequences 
to society. A disposition is growing up 
to apply this thinly disguised form of 
coercion wherever it seems possible to do 
so, and political and other organizations 
are taking up the new weapon with an 
apparent unconsciousness of the effects cf 
their action. Thns we find a so-called 
“ League of Deliverance,” proposing to 
solve the Chinese problem by refusing to 
have commercial intercourse with anyone 
who employs Chinese. In this particular 
case espionage ia to be added to the 
“ Boycotting.” 
Spies are to be Bent 
aronnd to ascertain what persons employ 
Chinese, and then these are to be first 
threatened, and in default of submission 
ostracized. Nor is this the only instance 
of the adoption of “ Boycotting” which 
has occurred recently. An organization 
calling itself the “ Loyal League of Cali­ 
fornia ” has been formed in San Francisco, 
for the purpose of enforcing the Sunday 
law. 
It has adopted a pledge which 
reads “ that the members of this League 
“ shall not, directly or indirectly, patron- 
“ ize any dealer or tradesman who shall 
“ violate the Sunday law by transacting 
“ business on Sunday.” The projectors of 
this organization hope to got 40,000 people 
to take the solemn pledge. Again, in the 
Anti-Debris controversy, strennous efforts 
have been made to “ Boycott” those who 
should refnse to take the side of one party 
or the other. In fact the cases in which 
this principle is songht to be availed of 
are becoming so numerous that it is neces 
sary to inquire to what all this disposition 
toward coercion is tending. 
For it must be recognized that “ Boy 
cottiag” is coercion, and of the most 
rigorous and tyrannical kind. It is, as 
applied here, an attempt to force people to 
change their views by depriving them of 
the means of living. If one man ap­ 
proached another with tbe declaration that 
he would destroy the former’s property 
unless he voted in a particular way, the 
wrong would be perceived at once, and 
resented. But when a number of people 
unite and agree to apply the same kind 
of pressure, it does not seem to occnr to the 
public that any wrong is being done. Yet 
it is demonstrable that between this 
“ Boycotting” and the despotism which of 
old used to imprison and confiscate and 
even kill, for opinion’s sake, there is 
merely a distinction, but no difference. 
Men who would "Boycott” their fellows 
after the modern fashion would be willing, 
if they dared, to proceed further, and 
scourge and beat them, as the Ku-Klux 
did in the Southern States a few years ago. 
The practice has nothing in common with 
free doctrines and institutions. It is essen­ 
tially un-American in spirit and in 
genesis. It is a distinct movement back­ 
wards in the direction of barbarism ; a 
resort to brute force as a substitute for 
intellectual power. 
It is preposterous to pretend that the 
ballot can be free in a community which 
countenances Buch forms of coercion as 
this. To threaten a man with loss of bnsi- 
ness unless he allows himself to be dictated 
to, ia to invade the most sacred rights of 
the freeman, and to trample liberty under 
foot. Boycotting is, in fact, a brutal, in­ 
solent and altogether intolerable foreign 
practice, which Americans have no excuse 
for adopting, and which, if they do adopt 
it, must put an end to freedom among 
them. It strikes at the very roots of in­ 
dependence of thought and action. It 
does more than this. It strikes at tbo 
social compact, at the neighborly feeling, 
at the cordiality of intercourse between 
man and man. It creates jealousy, suspi­ 
cion, poltroonery, mendacity, hatred and 
enmity. Its tendency is to divide tbe 
community into bullies and slaves, and 
it is an abuse which grows by what it feeds 
on. VVc see already how rapidly it is be­ 
ing introduced into all manner of con­ 
troversies, and if it is not checked 
promptly there will soon be no difference 
whatever between men which will not 
suggest recourse to this kiud of mob 
despotism. 
No commonwealth can tol­ 
erate the practice without incurring the 
greatest danger, and it is the duty of free­ 
men who understand and value their lib­ 
erties to protest against and to resist the 
innovation without farther loss of time. 
This is a government of opinion, not of 
force, and force has no place in it. When 
men disagree upon any issue, the Constitu­ 
tion has provided a peaceful, orderly, cer­ 
tain method of determining which shall 
prevail. The ballot-box is the only weapon 
which Americans are entitled to em­ 
ploy for such purposes, and it is every 
voter’s right and duty to declare his con­ 
viction by that method, without fear and 
without favor. “ Boycotting ” is an exotic, 
and it cannot be naturalized, and it ought 
not to be. It is in its way as flagrant a 
departure from American methods as Ku- 
kluxism was, and it belongs to the same 
category of abuses. It is time that the 
people of California should rouse them­ 
selves, and recognize tbe true character of 
a practice which has thus far made snch 
rapid progress that in a few months, if pub­ 
lic opinion does not declare itself emphat­ 
ically, the whole community may be split 
np into warring factions, each trying to 
outdo the other in coercing voters and 
breaking down the freedom of the ballot. 
The danger is real and obvions, and the 
more so because of the apathy or cowardice 
of those who ought to speak most plainly. 
Boycotting cannot be admitted as a legiti­ 
mate political weapon. It must be aban­ 
doned as altogether illegitimate, unfair, 
improper, and in direct contravention of 
the doctrines aad institutions upon which 
we prooeed and under which we live. The 
ballot is sufficient for all lawful ends, and 
it mast be left and kept free from all in­ 
timidation and coercion, at whatever cost. 


STUPID GREENBACKERS. 
The National Committee of the Green­ 
back Party has issued an address in which 
it jumbles together all the craziest ideas of 
the day, and appeals to ignorance and 
demagogism and socialistic tendencies in 
a very wild and incoherent way. As an 
example of the lack of intelligence which 
always characterizes the action of this or­ 
ganization we may point to the fact that 
while it demands “ equal rights for all; 
“ special privileges for none,” it in the 
same breath declares in favor of protec­ 
tion. 
If its leaders were fit for the 
position they have assumed, if they were 
capable of thinking for themselves, they 
would have discovered long ago that there 
cannot be such a condition as “ equal rights 
“ for all, special privileges for none,” 
while the country tolerates a protective 
tariff. 
For protection involves special 
privileges for many, and absolute robbery 
of many more. It has built np a privileged 
class, whose wealth has been taken from 
their countrymen in the most arbitrary 
way. It has robbed the vast number of 
producers to bolster np a few man­ 
ufacturers. 
It 
has not 
protected 
American labor in the least degree ; as 
is proved by the fact that at the 
present time the American mechanic is 
actually worse off than the English artisan. 
Protection has not increased the comforts 
and the resources of the workingmen. On 
the contrary it has made living more ex­ 
pensive to them. No organization, there­ 
fore, which is a true friend of Labor can 
deliberately propose to sanction this sys­ 
tem, unless it is guided with so little wis­ 
dom as to be deserving of no consideration. 
In nothing ia the need of greater inaight 
shown than in the relation of the working 
classes to the Tariff. 
If they compre­ 
hended their own interests they would be 
Free Traders to a man, and would tolerate 
none of the mendacious cant with which 


politicians seek to make them believe that 
it benefits them to have to pay four prices 
for everything they buy that is the handi­ 
work of man. The farmers, too, who fur­ 
nish the sinews of war for the Protection­ 
ists, yet never obtain one iota of protec­ 
tion, are as much in need of light as the 
workingmen. Neither, however, will get 
any useful information from the Green­ 
backers, for these people are themselves 
blind leaders of the blind, and can only 
grope their devious way to the nearest 
ditch. 
HAK 1HALL’3 DECLINATION. 
Thomas Marshall’s letter declining a 
Congressional nomination, which we pub­ 
lished yesterday, was quite a refreshing 
piece of clear thinking and plain speaking. 
It shows that the old-fashioned ideas of 
what public life shonld be are not alto­ 
gether outlived, and that the “ machine” 
and the “ stalwarts” and “ bossism ” 
have not destroyed the principles which 
were at one time deemed not merely 
honorable hut indispensable. It is evident 
that Mr. Marshall would be a great acqui­ 
sition for the Pennsylvania Independents, 
but they ought not to be very sorry that 
he will not take a nomination on their 
ticket even though he refuses to be put on 
the “ regular” one, since it is sufficiently 
apparent that a man so fall of independ­ 
ence and self-respect would find it almost 
impossible to make his mark in Congress, 
as it is constituted now. But the defec­ 
tion of men of his stamp from the “ regu- 
“ lar” Republican ticket is-significant, and 
may be safely regarded as indicating that 
the cup of the Camerons is full, and that 
they are about to be repudiated by those 
who have endured them so many years, 


SPAIN AND FREE TRADE. 
And now Spain is waking up to the 
folly and disadvantages of the Protective 
system, and is taking steps to introduce 
the Free Trade policy. That is the most 
significant piece of news that has come from 
Madrid for half a century. If Spain has 
really advanced so far as to be able to 
slough off the Bourbon Protection system 
it will have to be admitted that she may 
yet be restored to prosperity and to her 
former proud place among the nations. 
Should Bhe adopt Free Trade, however, 
the United States and China will be the 
only thoroughgoing Protectionists in the 
world, and as persistence in the silver coin 
age will surely force us to adopt the 
Chinese currency system also, perhaps this 
is only part of the general tendency of the 
republic. 
With Cbinese monetary and 
fiscal systems, however, it will be very 
difficult for us to hold out against the 
fraternal relations with China which our 
Eastern compatriots already wish to force 
upon us.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The enthusiasm of the Egyptian Fellahs 
for the so-called “ national ” movement is 
well illustrated by the statement that the 
attempts to procure recruits for the army 
have been so unsuccessful as to compel the 
bringing to Cairo in chains of the few 
poor wretches who had been kidnaped for 
this purpose. Evidently the Fellahs have 
no desire to fight for the alleged principles 
which the alleged patriot, Arabi Bay, 
represents. They prefer to be left to their 
humble and simple occupations, and if 
they are taken to Cairo as recrnits, it ia 
necessary first to pnt them in chains. We 
do not think that while this spirit con- 
tinnes among the masses from which the 
army must be recruited, there is much 
danger of a sanguinary revolution, or of a 
serious attempt to overthrow the power 
of England and France united, or to re­ 
pudiate the sovereignty of the Sultan. 


THREATENING THE PRESIDENT. 
Some blackguard or blackguards have been 
Bending a postal card to President Arthur, 
threatening him with death if he does not 
recall Minister Lowell at once. The tenor 
of the threat makes it possible that it is 
not the work of an individual fool, bat of 
organized folly. Snch things however ought 
not to surprise anyone. The Fenians in 
New York have been encouraged so much 
that it is no wonder if they think they own 
the country, or if they think to apply to 
the Administration of the United StateB 
the tactica which they are most familiar 
with. It remains to he seen whether 
President Arthur will comply with the 
modest requisition of the Fenian postal card, 
but it is probable that he will take a little 
time for consideration first, even at the 
risk of being sent to join Cavendish and 
Burke by the patriots who glory in assas­ 
sination.

Independent Pennsylvania Republicans. 
P h ilad elp h ia, May 24th.—George Lear, 
who presided at the regular Republican Con­ 
vention, occupied a seat on the platform 
when the Independent Republican Conven­ 
tion was called to order. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. D. C. Babcock, 
tha noted Prohibitioniat and Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania State Temperance Association. 
United States Senator Mitchell was chosen 
temporary Chairman, by acclamation, amidst 
cheers and applause. 
Mitchell returned thanks for the honor con­ 
ferred on him, and said that the work of the 
Convention was not to nominate a ticket that 
would help the Democratic party, or would 
defeat the Republican party, but to nominate 
one lhat would receive the respect and sup­ 
port of the Republican party. [Applause ] 
This country had been founded upon the 
principles which Beoured equal rights to all 
men. When these principles were declared 
the Republican party was founded, and he 
trusted the atmosphere of this State would be 
found too free to be breathed by a Republi­ 
can willing to be the slave, politically er 
otherwise, of any man. [Applause.] There 
must, in the order of things, be leaders, but 
not bosses. It would be well for the Conven­ 
tion to declare against this Bystem, and 
against bossism and machiniBm, and not only 
declare against them, but provide a remedy 
that would tear them up root and branch. 
[Applause.] The only effective remedy will 
oe found in the Civil Service system. [Ap­ 
plause.] The speaker would be glad to be 
able to stand before the Convention and 
declare it his desire to support the 
Administration if the President was 
disposed to enforce this system (civil service 
reform), but he was sorry to say there was yet 
no indication of euch a determination on the 
President’s part. With the power to, ap­ 
point to places of minor importance taken 
out of the hands of the politicians, and made 
on a test of the fitness alone, there would be 
fewer leaders ready to take bread from the 
children of some poor, but capable man to 
give his place to some meie politician. Sen­ 
ator Mitchell Baid that he spoke with Borrow 
when he asserted that what had been achieved 
at Chicago had not been borne out by the 
present administration. 
In all that the 
movement meant that placed Garfield in the 
President’s chair, the speaker had sym 
patbizad. He trusted that the Republicans 
present were assembled to show what they 
conld do to manage the Republican party, 
and to protest against the methods by which 
it had been managed, and to say to the peo­ 
ple of this country, by the voice of a body 
actuated by the desire for the good of the Re­ 
public, that the party shall rid itself of its 
barnacles, aad of the murky, corrupt at­ 
mosphere by which it has bean surrounded. 
[Applause.] We are to show that the Re­ 
publican party is a progressive party, com 
posed of free, thinking men, and one that 
cannot bs run as a railroad train and by con­ 
ductors, for the political employment of any 
man,The roll of delegates was called. When 
the name of Charles 8. Wolfe was reached it 
elicited cordial and protracted applause, 
Senator Mitchell requested Wolfe to come 
forward. Wolfe, in response, arose in his 
place, aod, after bowmg to the Chair and 
to the Convention, said: 
“ Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: I am here [renewed applause] to 
resolve that we will put our grand old party 
where immortal Lincoln found it and where 
the immortal Garfield left it.” 
Charles 8. Wolfe was chosen permanent 
Chairman on Organization, and Senator 
Stewart Chairman on Resolutions. 
R. C. Foster was then made permanent 
Chairman, with a Vice-President from each 
Senatorial District. 
During the course of Foster’s remarks he 
asserted that the death of President Garfield 
waB chargeable directly to the spoils system, 
and he spoke of the political power of the 
State aB something that had been too long 
regarded as a sort of patrimony to be handed 
down from father to son. 
The Committee on Rules reported the fol­ 
lowing platform: 
The Republicans of Pennsylvania, who will not 
surrender tbeir political rights, and who maintain 
the exercise of their own conscience and judgment 
concerning public affairs, having assembled in State 
Convention, makethe following declaration of prin­ 
ciples and purposes: 
First—We declare our attachment to the princi­ 
ples of the Republican party—freedom, union, na­ 
tionality, equal rights before the law, maintenance 
of public wealth, protection to borne industry—and 
we demand that the record which haa been so nobly 
made shall be wisely and fearlessly perpetuated. 
Second-We declare that the nomination and 
election of James A. Garfield to the Presidency 
signified to us the triumph of true reform in civil 
service, and enlarged liberty of action for the masses 
of the Republican party in the nomination of candi­ 
dates and the conduct of their party affairs, and we 
deplore the overwhelming evidence presented to us 
in Pennsylvania that the calamity of bis assassina­ 
tion inis been followed by the overthrow of these 
reforms in the hands of his successor. 
Third—We denounce the system which makes 
patronage and spoils out of public offices; we 
denounce the practice of giving them to 
political managers for 
uBe 
in advancing 
personal political ends; wo denounce the removal 
of faithful and competent officers in the absence of 
public reason ; we denounce the practice of levying 
assessments and demanding contributions for party 
use from public officials; wo denounce, severally 
and collectively, the evil) snd corruption which ac­ 
company the conduct of the Government, known as 
the spoils system, and which are inseparable from 
Buch methods of administration, and we denounce 
the system of “ boss” rule and “ machine" control, 
which, when tamely endured, makes tbe leaders 
autocrats and reduces the mass of citizenship 
into political bondage. 
Fourth—We declare our purposes to build up the 
work which fell when Garfield fell; we demand, in 
place of the spoils system, the reformation of tbe 
civil service bv law, so that the appointment to 
places therein may be freely open to all fit and in­ 
dustrious citizens, and removtls therefrom shall be 
only tor good and sufficient pnbliccause ; we demand, 
instead of the prostitution of the public service to 
private uses, its recognition as a high and honorable 
trust, to be administered for the people's benefit 
with efficiency, economy and integrity ; we demand,, 
instead of tbe insolence, the proecription and 
tyranny of “ bossism” and " machineism,” the 
free and conscientious exercise of private judgment 
in political affairs, and the faithful discharge, by 
thoee who assume representativo trusts, of the ex­ 
press will of the people. 
Fifth—We declare in favor of the following party 
reforms : First, that delegates to State Conventions 
be chosen by the people in the manner in which 
candidates for the General Assemblyare nominated ; 
second, that representation in State Convention be 
by counties, and apportioned according to their Re­ 
publican vote; third, thH State Conventions shall 
not be held without at least sixty day s' uotice in 
Presidential years; fourth, that Republicans who 
voted for the Republican candidate for President at 
the Presidential election next preceding-hill be enti­ 
tled to join in the choice of delegates to the State 
and National Conventions. 
The reading of tbe platform was frequently 
applauded, especially the anti-stalwart 
plankB. It was then adopted. 
Mayor Merrick nominated for Governor 
ex-Chief Justice Agnew. 
Dr. Doane nominated Joeeph N. Stewart. 
Wayne MacVeagh’s name was proposed, 
bnt withdrawn, as it was said he wonld not 
accept. 
The Convention then nominated Senator 
Joeeph N. Stewart for Governor, Agnew's 
name being withdrawn. For Lieutenant- 
Governor, Levi Bird Duff, of Allegheny; 
Secretary of Internal Affairs, Msjor Merrick, 
of Tioga; Congressman at large. Colonel 
William McMichaels; Judge of Snpreme 
Court, GeorRe Junkin. 
After speeches by Stewart, the nominee 
for Governor. Duff, nominee for Lieutenant- 
Governor, Merrick, Wolfe and Mapes, tbe 
Convention adjourned sine die. 
I’ntted States Senate. 
W ashington, May 24th.—Logan reported 
favorably from the Military Committee, and 
aeked immediate consideration of the House 
joint resolution appropriating $16,000,000 to 
supply the deficiency for the ourrent fiscal 
year. Passed. 
Slater reported from the Committee oa In­ 
dian Affairs the original bill appropriating 
SI,400 for the relief of Mrs. A. Beddy, of 
Lake county, Oregon, widow of a victim 
of the Modoc Indian massacre. The Com­ 
mittee, in their report, oonour in thia, re 
garding it as an exception to the tun&l class 
of claim*, for Indian depredations, because 
tbe outbreak was the result of an unsuccess­ 
ful offensive movement by the United States 
troops for the purpose of confining the Modocs 
to their reservation, and was without notice 
by the United States authorities. Tbe bill 
went to the calendar. 
Under[an order for the calendar, the Sen­ 
ate, by ayee 24, note 23, passed the Senate 
bill for the relief of the officers and crew of 
the United States Monitor, who participated 
in the action with the rebel ironclad Merri- 
mac in March, 1862. 
The amount of appropriation is estimated 
at the actual vaina of the Merrimac at the 
date of tbe action, not exceeding $200,000. 
The supply bill oame np, and was modified 
to permit discharged landowners to sue for 
damages in the Conrt of Claims within one 
year, and the bill passed viva voce. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
Honse of Representatives. 
W ashington, May 24th.—The request of 
the Senate for the return of the five-per-cent, 
land bill was acceded to. 
Calkins rose to a question of personal priv­ 
ilege and sent to the Clerk’s desk and had 
read that portion of a letter written by Hew­ 
itt to Manning, in which it charges that the 
Committee on Elections refused to investi­ 
gate charges of forgery preferred before said 
committee. 
Calkins said that when a member of Con­ 
gress made these charges it was a reflection 
on every member of the committee. He vin­ 
dicated the committee, and a noisy discussion 
arose. 
” 
There was uproar until Calkins demanded 
that Atherton, bis chief opponent in the de. 
bate, be allowed the floor. 
Regan objected. 
Hewitt thought the whole matter should be 
referred back and tbe forgery charge investi­ 
gated. He would not filibuster to keep any 
man from his seat, if the truth were admitted 
in advance. 
CaUina held that the Democratic party 
cool j not afford to stand on the footing of 
filibustering] because some testimony is ques­ 
tioned. 
The filibustering was then resumed. 
A call of the Honse was then ordered, but 
the roll-call disclosing no quorum, farther 
proceedings under the call were dispensed 


with, and the question again ’recurred on the 
motion to adjourn over. 
The vote resulted, aye, 1 (Benjamin Wood, 
of New York); nays, 148—two more than a 
quorum. 
Muldrow, cf Mississippi, who had voted in 
the negative, immediately roBe and moved a 
reconsideration, and Calkin moved to lay 
that motion on the table. 
Tbe motion to reconsider was tabled by 
ayeS'147, noes cone—exactly a quorum. 
Dilatory motions were then resorted to, 
the brat being a motion to adjourn, sub­ 
mitted by Randall, Lost—ayes none, noes 
143.During tbe roll call on a dilatory motion, 
Walker, of Pennsylvania, standing in the 
rear of tbe members’ seats, fell in a fainting 
fit and was laid on a sofa. There was some 
excitement, which ceased, however, when it 
was announced that Walker was suffering 
•imply from a slight attack of vertigo. 
Kenna of West Virginia moved that when 
the House adjourn it be to meet Saturday. 
Randall moved to amend, substituting 
Friday. 
On this vote the Republicans lost their 
qnornm, the result being ayes 1, noes 140, 
and a call of tbe Honse was ordered. 
Walker recovered in time to answer to his 
name on this call. 
Matters remained in statu quo for an hour 
and a half. 
The Sergeant-at- Arms was dispatched after 
absent members, and those present killed 
time in conversation and reading until 5 
o’clock, when Calkins of Indians, stating 
that he would call up the election cass to­ 
morrow, and advising members to brtDg five 
days’ rations with them, moved to adjourn. 
Agreed to, and tbe House adjourned. 
M iscellaneous W ashington Item s. 
W ashington, May 24th.—The President 
foes to New York Friday, with Secretary 
’olger, and will attend Decoration Day ser­ 
vices. Secretary Lincoln and General Brew- 
eter will also go to West Point. 
John W. Dorsey to-day gave bail in the 
sum of $10,000. 
Mackey publishes a statement to-day. 
claiming that he was really elected by 1,000 
msj irity, but was defrauded of his rights by 
the Democrats. 
The President is still considering the Court- 
martial case of Flipper, the only colored 
officer in the army, and will probably modify 
the fiudinz of the Court-Hiartial so as not to 
dismiss Flipper, 
Tbe Senate to-day confirmed Wm. H. 
Brown as Surveyor-General of Californis. 
Senator Fair and the Chínese Question. 
New Y ork, May 24tb.—Senator Fair, 
who is on a brief visit to this city, regards 
the passage of the now Chinese bill as the 
forerunner of renewed prosperity for Cali­ 
fornia and the Pacific coast States. He did 
not think that the beneficial results of this 
great measure would be immediately per­ 
ceptible, but he was confident that it would 
be felt in the near future, when the Mon­ 
golian populatiou on the coast began to thin 
out by emigration to Massachusetts and 
other Eastern States, and when the stream 
from Asia was stopped, as it w 11 be within a 
few months. The Senator said it was not 
true, as reported, that Meckay, his partner, 
contemplates making New York his future 
home, and that he will build a city residence 
here that will eclipse that of Vanderbilt. On 
the contrary, Mackay will continue to reside 
in California, where all his pecuniary inter­ 
ests are. The Senator is accompanied to 
this city by his family, who will leave for 
San Francisco during the latter part of the 
week.

BOYCOTTING AS A POLITICAL WEAPON, 


It cannot be ignored by snch as stndy 
the times in which they live that the 
practice known as “ Boycotting ” is being 
gradually adopted in thia country to an 
extent which threatens grave consequenoes 
to society. 
A disposition is growing up 
to apply this thinly disguised form of 
coercion wherever it seemB possible to do 
so, and political and other organizations 
are taking up the new weapon with an 
apparent unconsciousness of the effects of 
their action. 
Thus we find a so-called 
"League of Deliverance,” proposing to 
solve the Chinese problem by refusing to 
have commercial intercourse with anyone 
who employs Chinese. 
In this particnlar 
case espionage is to be added to the 
“ Boycotting.” 
Spies are to 
be sent 
aronnd to ascertain what persons employ 
Chinese, and then these are to be first 
threatened, and in default of submission 
ostracized. 
Nor is thia the only instance 
of the adoption of "Boycotting” which 
baa occurred recently. 
An organization 
calling itself the “ Loyal League of Cali­ 
fornia ” has been formed in San Francisco, 
for the purpose of enforcing the Sunday 
law. 
It has adopted a pledge which 
reads " that the members of this League 
“ shall not, directly or indirectly, patrou- 
"ize any dealer or tradesman who shall 
“ violate the Sunday law by transacting 
“ business on Sunday.” The projectors of 
this organization hope to get 40,000 people 
to take the solemn pledge. 
Again, in the 
Anti-Debris controversy, strenuous efforts 
have been made to “ Boycott ” those who 
should refuse to take the side of one party 
or the other. 
In fact the cases in which 
this principle is sought to be availed of 
are becoming so numerous that it ia neces­ 
sary to inquire to what all this disposition 
toward coercion is tending. 
For it must be recognized that “ Boy­ 
cotting” is coercion, and of the most 
rigorous and tyrannical kind. 
It is, as 
applied here, an attempt to force people to 
change their views by depriving them of 
the means of living. 
If one man ap­ 
proached another with the declaration that 
he would destroy the former’s property 
unless he voted in a particular way, the 
wrong would be perceived at once, aud 
resented. 
But when a number of people 
unite and agree to apply the same kind 
of pressure, it does Dot seem to occur to the 
public that auy wrong is being done. 
Yet 
it is demonstrable 
that between this 
"Boycotting” and the despotism which of 
old used to imprison and confiscate and 
even kill, for opinion’s sake, there is 
merely a distinction, bnt no difference. 
Men who would "B oycott” their fellows 
after the modern fashion would be willing, 
if they dared, to proceed further, and 
scourge and beat them, as the Ku-Klux 
did in the Southern States a few years ago. 
The practice has nothing in common with 
free doctrines and institutions. 
It is essen­ 
tially 
un-American 
in spirit and in 
genesis. It is a distinct movement back­ 
wards in the direction of barbarism; a 
resort to brute force as a substitute for 
intellectual power. 
It is preposteroua to pretend that the 
ballot can be free in a community which 
countenances such forms of coercion as 
this. 
To threaten a man with loss of busi­ 
ness unless he allows himself to be dictated 
to, ia to invade the most sacred rights of 
the freeman, and to trample liberty under 
foot. 
Boycotting is, in fact, a brutal, in­ 
solent aud altogether intolerable foreign 
practice, which Americans have no excuse 
for adopting, and which, if they do adopt 
it, must put an end to freedom among 
them. 
It strikes at the very roots of in­ 
dependence of thought and action. 
It 
does more than this. 
It strikes at the 
social compact, at the neighborly feeling, 
at the cordiality of intercourse between 
man and man. 
It creates jealousy, suspi­ 
cion, poltroonery, mendacity, hatred and 
enmity. 
Its tendency is to divide the 
community into bullies and slaves, and 
it is an abuse which grows by what it feeds 
on. 
Wo see already how rapidly it is be­ 
ing introduced into all manner of con­ 
troversies, and if it is 
not 
checked 
promptly there will soon be no difference 
whatever between men which will not 
suggest recourse to this kind of mob 
despotism. 
No commonwealth can tol­ 
erate the practice without incurring the 
greatest danger, and it is the duty of free­ 
men who understand and valne their lib­ 
erties to protest against and to resist the 
innovation without further loss of time. 
This is a government of opinion, not of 
force, and force has no place in it. 
When 
men disagree upon any issue, the Constitu­ 
tion has provided a peaceful, orderly, cer­ 
tain method of determining which shall 
prevail. The ballot-box is the only weapon 
which Americans are entitled to em­ 
ploy for such purposes, and it is every 
voter’s right and duty to declare his con­ 
viction by that method, without fear and 
without favor. 
“ Boycotting ” ia an exotic, 
and it cannot be naturalized, and it ought 
not to be. 
It is in its way as flagrant a 
departure from American methods aa Ku- 
kluxism was, and it belongs to the same 
category of abases. 
It is time that the 
people of California should rouse them­ 
selves, and recognize the true character of 
a practice which has thus far made such 
rapid progress that in a few months, if pub­ 
lic opinion does not declare itself emphat­ 
ically, the whole community may be split 
up into warring factions, each trying to 
outdo the other in coercing voters and 
breaking down the freedom of the ballot. 
The danger is real and obvious, and the 
more so because of the apathy or cowardice 
of those who ought to speak most plainly. 
Boyootting cannot be admitted as a legiti­ 
mate political weapon. 
It must be aban­ 
doned as altogether illegitimate, unfair, 
improper, and in direct contravention of 
the doctrines sad institutions upon which 
we proceed and under which we live. The 
ballot is sufficient for all lawful ends, and 
it must be left and kept free from all in­ 
timidation and coercion, at whatever cost. 


STUPID 
GREEHBACKERS. 


The National Committee of the Green­ 
back Party has issued sn address in which 
it jumbles together sll the craziest ideas of 
the day, and appeals to ignorance and 
demagogism and socialistic tendencies in 
a very wild and incoherent way. 
As an 
example of the lack of intelligence which 
always characterizes the action of this or­ 
ganization we may point to the fact that 
while it demands "eqnsl rights for all; 
“ special privileges for none,” it in the 
same breath declares in favor of protec­ 
tion. 
If its leaders 
were fit for the 
position they have assumed, if they were 
capable of thinking for themselves, they 
would have discovered long ago that there 
cannot be each a condition as “ eqnal rights 
“ for all, special privileges for none, 
while the country tolerates a protective 
tariff. 
For protection involves special 
privileges for many, and absolute robbery 
of many more. It has built up a privileged 
class, whose wealth has been taken from 
their eonntrymen in the most arbitrary 
way. 
It has robbed the vast number of 
producers 
to bolster np a few man 
ufactnrers.

American labor in the least degree ; 
is proved 
by

fact that at the 
present time the American mechanic is 
actually worse off than the English artisan. 
Protection has not increased the comforts 
and the resources of the workingmen. 
On 
the contrary it has made living more ex­ 
pensive tc them. 
No organization, there­ 
fore, which is a true friend of Labor can 
deliberately propose to sanction this sy«- 
tem, unless it is guided with so little wis­ 
dom as to be deserving of no consideration. 
In nothing is the need of greater insight 
shown than in the relation of the working 
classes to the Tariff. 
If they compre­ 
hended their own interests they would be 
Free Trader* to a man, and would tolerate 
none of the mendacious cant with which 


politicians seek to make them believe that 
it benefits them to have to pay four prices 
for everything they buy that is the handi­ 
work of man. 
The farmers, too, who fur­ 
nish the sinews of war for the Protection­ 
ists, yet never obtain one iota of protec­ 
tion, are as much in need of light as the 
workingmen. 
Neither, however, will get 
any useful information from the Green- 
backers, for these people are themselves 
blind leaders of the blind, and can only 
grope their devious way to the nearest 
ditch.

significant piece of news that has come from 
Madrid for half a century. 
If Spain has 
really advanced so far as to be able to 
slough off the Bourbon Protection system 
it will have to be admitted that she may 
yet be restored to prosperity and to her 
former proud place among the nations. 
Should Bhe adopt Free Trade, however, 
the United States aud China will be the 
only thoroughgoing Protectionists in the 
world, and as persistence in the silver coin­ 
age will surely force us to adopt the 
Chinese currency system also, perhaps this 
is only part of the general tendency of the 
republic. 
W ith Chinese monetary and 
fiscal systems, however, it will be very 
difficult for us to hold out against the 
fraternal relations with China which our 
Eastern compatriots already wish to force 
upon us.

DOM ESTIC NEW S. 


The enthusiasm of the Egyptian Fellahs 
for the so-called “ national " movement is 
well illustrated by the statement that the 
attempts to procare recruits for the army 
have been so unsuccessful as to compel the 
bringing to Cairo in chains of the few 
poor wretches who had been kidnaped for 
this purpose. 
Evidently the Fellahs have 
no desire to fight for the alleged principles 
which the alleged patriot, Arabi Bey, 
represents. 
They prefer to be left to their 
humble and simple occupations, and if 
they are taken to Cairo as recruits, it is 
necessary first to put them in chains. 
We 
do not think that while this spirit con­ 
tinúes among the masses from which the 
army must be recruited, there is much 
danger of a sanguinary revolution, or of a 
serious attempt to overthrow the power 
of England and France united, or to re­ 
pudiate the sovereignty of the Sultan.

P h ila d e lp h ia , May 24th.—George Lear, 
who presided at the regular Republican Con­ 
vention, occupied a seat on the platform 
when the Independent Republican Conven­ 
tion was called to order. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. D. C. Babcock, 
the noted Prohibitionist and Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania State Temperanoe Association. 
United States Senator Mitchell was chosen 
temporary Chairman, by acclamation, amidst 
cheers and applause. 
Mitchell returned thanks for the honor con­ 
ferred on him, and Baid that the work of the 
Convention was not to nominate a ticket that 
would help the Democratic party, or wonld 
defeat the Republican party, bat to nominate 
one that would receive the respect and sup­ 
port of the Republican party. [Applause ] 
This country had been founded upon tbe 
principles which secured equal rights to all 
men. When these principles were declared 
the Republican party was founded, and he 
trusted the atmosphere of this State would be 
found too free to be breathed by a Republi­ 
can willing to be the sieve, politically er 
otherwise, of any man. [Applsuse.j There 
must, in the order of things, be leaders, but 
not bosses. It would be well for the Conven­ 
tion to declare against this system, and 
against bossism and machinism, and not only 
declare against them, but provide a remedy 
that wonld tear them up root aud branch. 
[Applause.] The only effective remedy will 
De found in the Civil Service system. [Ap­ 
plause.] The speaker would be glad to be 
able to stand before the Convention and 
declare 
it 
his desire 
to 
support the 
Adoiinistratim 
if 
the 
President 
was 
disposed to enforce this system (civil service 
reform), bnt he was sorry to say there was yet 
no indication of such a determination on the 
President’s part. 
With the power to, ap­ 
point to places of minor importance taken 
out of the hands of the politicians, snd made 
on a test of tbe fitness alone, there would be 
fewer leaders ready to take bread from tbe 
children of some poor, bnt capable man to 
give his place to some meie politician. Sen­ 
ator Mitchell said that he spoke with Borrow 
when he asserted that what had been achieved 
at Chicago had not been borne out by the 
present administration. 
In all that the 
movement meant that placed Garfield in the 
President’s chair, the speaker had sym­ 
pathized. 
He trusted that the Republicans 
present were assembled to show what they 
could do to manage the Republican party, 
and to protest against the methods by which 
it had been managed, and to say to the peo- 
pis of this country, by the voice of a body 
actuated by the desire for the good of the Re­ 
public, that the party Bhall rid itself of its 
barnacles, and of the murky, corrupt at­ 
mosphere by which it has beeu surrounded. 
[Applause.] We are to show that the Re­ 
publican party is a progressive party, com 
posed of free, thinking men, aDd one that 
cannot be run as a railroad train and by con­ 
ductors, for tbe political employment of nay 
man. 
The roll of delegates was called. When 
the name of Charles 8. Wolfe was reached it 
elicited cordial and protracted applause. 
Senator Mitchell requested Wolfe to come 
forward. Wolfe, in response, arose in his 
place, acd, after bowlog to the Chair and 
to the Convention, said: 
“ Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Convention; I am here [renewed applause] to 
resolve that we will pat our grand old party 
where immortal Lincoln found it and where 
the immortal Garfield left it.” 
Charles 8. Wolfe was chosen permanent 
Chairman on Organization, and Senator 
Stewart Chairman on R ’.solutions. 
R. C. Foster was then made permanent 
Chairman, with a Vice-President from each 
Senate rial District. 
During the course of Foster's remarks he 
asserted that the death of President Garfield 
was chargeable directly to the spoils system, 
and he Bpoke of the political power of the 
State as something that had been too long 
regarded as a sort of patrimony to be banded 
dow n from father to son. 
The Committee on Rules reported the fol­ 
lowing platform: 


The Republicans of Pennsylvania, who will not 
sui render their political rights, and who maintain 
the exercise of their own conscience and judgment 
concerning public affairs, having assembled In State 
Convention, make the following declaration of prin­ 
ciples and purposes: 
First—We declare our attachment to the princf 
pies of the Republican party—freedom, union, na 
tionality, equai rights before the law, maintenance 
of public wealth, protection to home industry—and 
we demand that the record which has been ao nobly 
made shall be wisely and fearlessly perpetuated. 
Second - We declare that tbe nomination and 
election of James A. Garfield to the Presidency 
signified to us the triumph of true reform in civil 
service, and enlarged liberty of action for the masses 
of the Republican prrty in the nomination of candi­ 
dates and the conduct of their party affairs, and we 
deplore the overwhelming evidence presented to us 
in Pennsylvania that the calamity of his assassina­ 
tion h;vs been followed by the overthrow of these 
reforms in the hands of his successor. 
Third—We denounce the syBtem which makes 
patronage and spoils out of 
public offices; we 
denounce 
the 
practice 
of 
giving 
them 
to 
political 
managers 
for 
use 
in 
advancing 
personal political ends; we denource the removal 
of faithful and competent officers in the absence of 
public reason ; we denounce the practice of levying 
assessments and demanding contributions for party 
use from public officials; we denounce, severally 
and collectively, the evili .m l corruption which ac­ 
company the conduct of the Government, known as 
the spoils system, and which are inseparable from 
such methods of administration, and we denounce 
the system of “ boss" rule and " machine” control, 
which, when tamely endured, makes the leaders 
autocrats and reduces the mass of citizenship 
into political bondage. 
Fourth—We declare our purposes to build up the 
work which fell when Garfield fell; we demand, in 
place of the spoils system, the reformation of the 
civil service bv law, so that the appointment to 
places therein may be freely open to all fit and in­ 
dustrious citizens, and removals therefrom shall be 
only for good and sufficient public cause ; we demand, 
instead of the prostitution of the public Bcrvice to 
private ures, its recognition as a high and honorable 
trust, to be administered for tho people's benefit 
with efficiency, economy and integrity; we demand,, 
instead of tbe insolence, the proscription snd 
tjranny of 
"bossism" and “ machineism,” the 
free and conscientious exercise of private judgment 
in political affairs, and the faithful discharge, by 
those who assume representative trusts, of the ex 
press will of the people. 
Fifth—We declare in favor of the following party 
reformB : First, that delegates to State Conventions 
be chosen by the people in the manner in whieh 
candidates for the General Assembly are nominated ; 
second, that representation In State Convention be 
by counties, and apportioned according to their Re­ 
publican vote; third, that State Conventions shall 
not be held without at least sixty day s’ notice in 
Presidential years; fourth, that Republicans who 
voted for the Republican candidate (or President at 
the Presidential election next preceding thal! be enti­ 
tled to join in the choice of delegates to the State 
and National Conventions. 
The reading of the platform was frequently 
applauded, 
especially 
the 
anti-stalwart 
planks. It was then adopted. 
Mayor Merrick nominated for Governor 
ex-Chief Justice Agnew. 
Dr. Doane nominated Joseph N. Stewart. 
Wayne MacVeagh’s name was proposed, 
but w ithdrawn, as it was said he would not 
accept. 
The Convention then nominated Senator 
Joseph N. Stewart for Governor, Agnew’s 
name being withdrawn. Fer Lieutenant- 
Governor, Levi Bird Doff, of Allegheny; 
Secretary of Internal Affairs, Msjor Merrick, 
of Tioga; Congressman at large. Colonel 
William McMichoels; Judge of Supreme 
Court, George Junkin. 
After speeches by Stewart, the nominee 
for Governor, Dnff, nominee for Lieutenant- 
Governor, Merrick, Wolfe and Mapes, the 
Convention adjourned sine die.

W a s h in g to n , May 24th.—Logan reported 
favorably from the Military Committee, and 
asked immediate consideration of the House 
joint resolution appropriating $16,000,000 to 
supply the deficiency for the current fiscal 
year. Passed. 
Slater reported from the Committee oa In­ 
dian Affairs the original bill appropriating 
$1,400 for the relief of M». A. Baddy, of 
Lake connty, Oregon, widow of a victim 
of the Modoc Indian massacre. The Com­ 
mittee, in their report, oonoar in this, re 
garding it as an exception to tbe nsual class 
of claimgsfor Indian depredations, because 
the outbreak was the result of an nnsnccesH- 
£nl offensive movement by the United States 
troops for the purpose of confining the Modocs 
to their reservation, and was without notice 
by tbe United States authorities. The bill 
went to tbe calendar. 
Under'an order for the calendar, the Sen­ 
ate, by ayes 24, noes 23, psssed the Senate 
bill for the relief of the office» and crew of 
the United States Monitor, who participated 
in the action with the rebel ironclad M eni 
mac in March, 1862. 
The amount of appropriation la eatimated 
at the actual valne of the Merrimac at the 
date of the action, not exceeding $200,000. 
The supply bill oame np, and was modified 
to permit discharged landownera to sue for 
damages in the Conrt of Claims within one 
year, and the bill passed viva voce. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
H o u se o r R e p re s e n ta tiv e s . 
W a s h in g to n , Msy 24th.—The request of 
the Senate for the return of the five-per-cent, 
land bill was acceded to. 
Calkins rose to a question of personal priv. 
ilege and sent to the Clark’s desk and bad 
read that portion cf a letter written by Hew­ 
itt to Manning, in which it charges that the 
Committee on Elections refused to investi­ 
gate charges of forgery preferred before said 
committee.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e $10,000 S id ew a lk C ase in S cpheme 
C o Or t. — Y esterday the case of T ranter 
against the city of SacrameLto, for $10,000 
damages for injuries sustained by reason of a 
defective sidewalk on K street in June, 18S0, 
came u p o n appeal in D epartm ent Two of 
the Supreme Court, and was subm itted after 
argum ent by W. A. Acderson for the city, 
and Grove L. Johnson for appellant T ran­ 
ter. 
This case involves the question of the 
liability of the city for any defective street 
or sidewalk, and is one of general im port­ 
ance. I t was contended by the C ity A ttorney 
th at a t common law there conld be no liabili­ 
ty against the city. 
T hat unless there was a 
liability imposed by statute no action could 
be m aintained against the city. 
T hat the 
charter does not by any express term s impoBe 
such liability. 
T hat the owner of the lot 
fronting the si iewalk is the party liable. 
T hat the case of Winbigbee vs. Los Angeles, 
45 Cal. Rep., p. 36. settles the question in 
favor of the city. 
T hat the city is the mere 
agent of the property-owner. 
T hat under 
recent decisions of ti e Supreme Court the 
city cannot enforce any repairs to streets or 
sidewalks except by criminal prosecutions. 
A large number of authorities were cited in 
support of those several propositions. Counsel 
for appellant cited caBes from twenty-three 
States of th e'U n io n sustaining the opinion 
th at the city is liable; also stated th at all the 
text w riteis li ild the liability of municipali­ 
ties, and claimed th at there is a distinction 
between the case at bar and the one cited in 
45 Cab, p. 36.

In 
this city and throughout California the 
school 
has 
been 
known 
as 
a 
home, 
where the pupil’s heart and head alike re­ 
ceive attention, and where the m ental facul­ 
ties are cultivated with thoroughness, the 
moral nature trained, and the accomplish­ 
ments of person and intellect are made a part 
of the educational growth. 
The seminary 
building is Bituate in nearly half a block of 
highly-cnltivated grounds in one of the most 
desirable sections of the city. 
The structure 
is a very large and commodious building, 
fitted with chapel, class, recitation, music 
and 
other 
rooms, 
and 
the 
necessary 
rooms, 
suites, 
diuing-room, 
kitchen, 
laundries, 
etc., 
of 
a 
first-class 
board­ 
ing echool, where the pupils can have 
m any of the comforts of the home and every 
opportunity for physical comfort and develop­ 
ment. 
A separate building is used for the 
prim ary departm ent. 
Uver this institution 
Mrs. Herm on Perry, the Principal, presides. 
She has had a long experience as an educator, 
and has drawn to her aid the best results of 
the educational developments of the day. In 
addition she exercises over the young ladies 
th at m otherly supervision which 
has so

a large stage was erected and completely cov­ 
ered with green baize. 
On this rostrum

and two beautiful standing baskets of Howers, 
while in front of the center Btood a very large 
aud rich pyram id of lilies and evergreens. 
A t the back of the stage was an arrangem ent 
of floral terraces, and above all, worked out 
wilh rare flower», the class motto, “ Respice 
Finem .” 
The class, prior to its entry, 
was represented by W . C. Lawis, A. M. 
Campbell, A. L. JohnBton, I. Ssym our, \V. 
Wood and W. Cothrin. who received and 
Beatcd the auditors. 
Duriug the evening 
Masters W illie Stalker, Bertie M artin and 
Charlie Consanl acted as pages, and were 
kept busy in conveying to the front of the 
stage the very many rich and beautiful floral 
offerings sent to membere of the class by ad­ 
miring friends. 
Commencement day is, to the graduate, 
one of the most im portant evenls of life, 
while to her immediate friends it is of scarcely 
less interest, if one is to judge by the mani­ 
festations of regard that are made on these 
occasions. 
M easured by th at Btandard, the 
three lady graduates have reason to congrat­ 
úlate themselves on having m any (riends, and 
on the warmth and depth of their regard. To 
a inarch played by the Hussars’ band from the 
gallery, the faculty and pupils entered the 
chamber, am idst a hum of interest and 
curiosity from the seven or eight hundred 
people assembled. 
Rev. I . E . Dwinell of­ 
fered an invocation for the blessing of God 
upon all educational efforts, and upon the 
exercises about to take [dace. 
Nineteen 
members of the school then came upon the 
platform , and led by Alisa Fleissner and ac­ 
companied by a section of the orchestra, 
sang the opening churns, " Nigl t Shades are 
Gone, D ay is Begun,” with good effect. 
The first essay was by Miss Grace A. 
Brownlee, and her subject was “ Tunes Go 
by T urns.” She said that waves of prosper­ 
ity and pleasure, or adversity and pain, chase 
each other as do the breaking waters upon the 
beach. 
N ature herself is the great prototype 
of the vicissitudes of human life. Tha chang­ 
ing seasons, the coming of the dawn, the 
hightof noon, the settling of night, sha took 
as types of change in life. 
In our tinman in­ 
stability we cannot expect to thw art the 
Divine 
purposes or defy 
the inevitable 
changes. 
W e have much to fear, but also 
much to hope. 
Consequences foreseen and 
provided for, they may be disarmed, or even 
converted iuto instrum ents of good. 
The 
changes in 
life 
stim ulate 
hope, 
regu­ 
late 
business, 
propose 
rest, 
reward la­ 
bor. 
As 
change 
is 
sure, 
it 
may 
be prepared for. He is wise who foresees and 
prepares. 
Faculties properly trained enable 
us to see, think and use the beat means suited 
for protection. 
W e cannot win with un­ 
trained forcer. 
Comprehensive views of 
cause Bnd effect are wiedom’s views. 
The 
trained senses of the m ariner detects the 
coming storm in time for preparation. Hcpe 
and fear are m ental checks and restrain am­ 
bition. 
None are so bure of Bnccess that they 
conld have no fear of the possible pitfall. 
Alisa Carrie L. W arren then played a piano 
solo, selections from “ Lucie de Lammer- 
m oor,” which she gave with good taste and 
in a m anner indicative of careful and correct 
teaching. 
Miss M ary C. Crossette read the next es­ 
say, her subject being “ Aims in Life.” She 
premised with an appreciation of the natural 
surprise that a school girl should have any 
thoughts coneorning aims in life, and briefly 
defended her right to thick of the future and 
entertain and express her ideas as to it. 
She 
knew th at though there are varyiog aspira- 
tilts , they all spring from the dssire to secure 
the greatest meed of human happiness, or 
from a sense of duty. 
Desire is the moving 
power common to all. 
W ithout the desire 
for happiness men would not toil aud endure. 
If pleasure is to ba weighed against duty, the 
choice should be for the latter. 
A Bense of 
duty is a grand prom oter of action, b at is it 
qnite adapted to 
the enlightened beings 
of the nineteenth century ? 
Are the motives 
that actuated heroes and m artyrs sufficient to 
incite us to follow tfceir example? For 
weaker mortals may not the desire for happi­ 
ness suffice? W hy shouldn’t conscience have 
a vacation ? The sesker after mere physical 
pleasures heeds neither tbe voice of duty nor 
of danger until it is too late. 
High aims are 
indispensable to every one if they would suc­ 
ceed, for those who have honor and suecses 
thrust upon them are the small minority. 
Those who achieve greatness are those who 
have clearly defined purposes th at demand 
the exercise of all their energies and faculties. 
The dauntless are only strengthened by oppo­ 
sition. 
He who is willing to endure is almost j 
always the one who win». 
Misses Crosette and W arren then gave a 
piano duet, winning warm applause in the 
"O verture to Alasauiello.” 
Miss Brownlie next took the rostrum and 
recited the “ Class Prophesy,” a rhyming bit 
of hum or personal to the graduates and pur­ 
porting to forecast their respective destinies. 
Miss Crossette then played a piano solo of 
two numbers, “ H ungarian Dances ” 6 and 7. 
by Brshm e, and Valse op. G4, No. 2, by 
Chopin, giving both effectively. 
The last es-ay was by Alias W arren, her 
topic being " Conversation,” which she de­ 
scribed as an im portant medium through 
which knowledge is received or conveyed. I t 
is the means for a traffic in thought. 
In its 
best form it is not tbe stilted utterance cf 
conventional ideas, bat a free interchange of 
sentiments in courteous fam iliarity. 
Conver­ 
sation is not synonymons with “ talk-” 
She 
here gave examples cf the senseless talk de­ 
void of ideas th at is all_ too common in so­ 
ciety. 
Conversation is an 
art, its gift 
a 
talent. 
Self-culture 
is 
its 
friend, 
and 
knowledge 
its 
basic 
foundation. 
The stars of the literary firmament are not 
always good conversationalists, beca ose the 
author so frequently has shorn his imagina­ 
tion of its primal vividness, and divested his 
thought of its original richness to grace his 
written page. 
Among brilliant or good con­ 
versationalists literary history places Cole­ 
ridge, De Quiucey, Burns, Samuel Johnson 
and Aladame De Stael. 
She pointed to ex­ 
amples where brilliancy and power in conver­ 
sation completely obliterated plainness of 
feature. 
She considered next the benefits of 
good conversation, the virtues of the good 
listener, and the value cf conversation as a 
means of thought culture, and regretted that 
it appeared to her as If the rising generation 
considers tbe art of conversation unworthy 
its consideration. 
The tendency of the 
day she thought is 
to contract conver­ 
sation in society w ithin the narrowest and 
most unprofitable bounds. 
The conclusion 
of her essay was a brief, pertinent and very 
touching valedictory, in which in behalf of 
the class she warmly acknowledged the u n ­ 
wearied care and loving tutelage of the 
teachers of the Sem inary whs had aided the 
pnpils in resisting manifold tem ptations and 
led them gently from the allurem ents of error 
into the paths of rectitude. 
A fter a selection by the orchestra, Mr».

W h e a tla n d . Alay 24th.—Claude Chana, a 
native of Burgundy, France, and a pioneer 
of 1846, died here this morning, aged 71 
years.

Concerning the storm of yesterday the 
Signal Service Officer a t this point. Sergeant

northwest quadrant of the storm circle and 
north of the storm ’s center.

night, but they were inappreciable to the 
pluviometer nr rain-gauge. 
Between 6:40 
a M. anil 7:15 a. M. there was a shower of 
rain that was appreciable to the rain-gauge, 
to the am ount of .01 of an in ch ; the re­ 
mainder of the day was mixed with sun­ 
shiny, cloudy and threatening weather, until 
at about 5:25 p. M., when the upper limits of 
the atmosphere could contain no more moist­ 
ure, and the excess was precipitated in the 
form of heavy rain from 5:25 to 5:40 P. M., 
from which tim e slight rain continued to 
fall up to abont 6 p. M., am onntingto .34 of an 
inch, making a total of .35 of an inch for the 
day, and the same am ount for the m onth ; 
making a total for the season to date of 16.41 
inches. 
The season of 1877-78 was ushered 
in on the 25th of October, 1877, and closed 
on the 31st of May, 1878. The firet storm of 
the season of 1878-79 occurred on tbe 28 ;h of 
September, 1878, and the last storm of the 
name ssason was on the 28fch of M ay, 1879. 
The season’s storm of 1879-80 m ads itself ap­ 
preciable to the rain-gauge on the 6sh of 
October. 1879, and, pluviometrically speak­ 
ing, made its last appearance on tha 12th of 
May, 1880. 
The first sterm of the season of 
1880-81 did not put in its appearance until 
the 23 i day of November, 1880. 
The same 
season gave no rain in M ay, but in «Jane, 
1881, it gave two storm3, one on the 3d and 
one on the 7th, amounting to .50 of an in c h - 
more than had fallen in Ja n e for the last 
thirty-tw o years. 
- 
The season of 1881-82 made its appearance 
on the 22i of September, 1881, and its last 
appearance for that season occurred on the 
24th of May, th at is, up to date, with June 
yet to hear from. 
The total rainfall for the 
season, from 1877-78 to 1881-32, Imcluding che 
entire month of M sy. is as follows : 1877-78, 
24.86 inches ; 1878-79, 17.85 inches ; 18TC-80. 
*26 47 inches; 1880-81, 26.57 inches; 1881-82 
to present date, 16.41 inches. 
The average 
for the past five seasons is 22 43 inches. 
Our
